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1. The master Yugoslav Commmnist orgenization, Yugoslavia Libre, held a national 
songress in Buenos Aires on 3 and 4 May 1947, at which anome 210 delegates 
from all over Argentina were present. Some reprasentatives from Uruguay alse 
attended. Also in ottendance were Dalibor Jakase, a member of the Yugeslayr 
Legetion's steff, and Alexander Kuncal, the Czechoslovakian Minister, Ths 
meetings were presided over by Antonio Paparela.

The possibility of repressive measures ty the Argentine authorities 
against Communists;

esnij-Tite Yugoeslave who were followers of Mihallovich and Favelic; 

@.) The desperate situation in Yugoslavia resulting fran two years oc 
drowht, which have clayed havee with the food situation; 

f£.) Means of controlling the First Congress of Yugoslave in Argentine, 
echeduled to be held jmnediately following this congreas. 


3. Although the Yugoslav Commmists have long claimed te control aJ1 Tuguslay 
groups in Argentine through Yugoslavia Libre, they revealed in their discussions 
@ concern over the arrival of anti-Tito elements, which could not be dismissed 
merely by branding them as Fascists, Ther eFore y on inetructicens from Bel-:rade, 
the Line was adopted ef playing up the need for unity of alll Yugoslevs, 
irrespective of ideological beliefs er convictions, because of the urgert .sceds 
of Yugodlavia. 


4e The following were elected as the new directore of Yugoshevia Libre: Pedro 
Zanetic, Nicolas Hrdelo, M. Stevrev, B. Mejoli, and F. Vouk. Chosen as 
secretaries were: R. Mustach and Elida Feraguna. 


On 5 May 1947 delegates from all Yugeslay groups met in the First Gongreas of 
Yugoglavs in Argentina. Organization work for this congress had been dons by 
Antonio Paparela, Pedro Zenetic, Iven Sasunic, Borislay Djikic, Antonio conetic, 
and Francisco Stekar,. An attempt was made to emphasise that this was a cone 
eress for eli Yugosiavs, irrespective of politics! beliefs. From member:. ho 
were present at the congress, 9 permanent central board was ehosen as fol Lows:
